Although he has not known the far north 
f y long he has acquired a good dea! of lore 
that ordinarily belongs only to the old-timer 
Nothing pleases him more of cold nights thar 
to talk to trappers and traders, missionaries, 
miners, geologists, engineers and just plair 
people. What they have told him is stored 
away for easy reference. He knows the history 
of the Hudson's Bay Company from the begir 
ning, and no one has a keener admiration thar 
he for the achievements of that great organize 
tion which has for more than two centuries and 
a half played such a memorable part in tl 
edevelopment of the north. He knows the bird 
lore of the north and the animal lore. When hi 
talks about furs and fur markets a listene: 
would be sure he had walked long frozen miles 
following a trap-line. But especially he talked 
, mining. 

“Those of us who are interested in the air 
are grateful to the prospectors and the capita! 
ists behind them,” he said. “To their efforts | 
due much credit for the recent air development 
in Canada, The capitalists plan and expe: i nent 
and spend millions trying to locate the iiineral 
wealth. The prospectors carry out their plans 
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and get the resul Steadily inf 
ing acquired as to where the ore is. When it 
will be released is another matter. But it is 
there. Exploration in the air has helped to 
find it with far less hardship than the old ex- 
plorers suffered. We who are ir commercial 
aviation are travelling along with these mining 
people.” 

When we spoke of Lindbergh he said he did 
not like to be compared with him. 

“What we have done is not at all alike. I 
not out to prove anything, as he did, so re- 
bly I have rarely done more than 
miles in one day. Our company is 
out to do commercial work. We have no 
j m the government.

One of the women offered me a cup of tea 
and asked if I thought Mr. Dickins would care 
foracup.

I had 
been talking with on our drive. It was not that 
he was taking himself seriously, but his work 
had completely absorbed him. He was too far 
from earth and people to be approached. 

He took the pilot's seat, wearing no cap and 
nu coat, his blouse open at the throat. If there 
were a masculine Winged Victory he could etand 
for the prototype. The mechanic and another 
youth and I got in. Punch started the engine, 
grasped the stick and we pushed off. We taxied 
up the lake and turned into the breeze, the water 
rushing back in two great waves from our 
floats.

Only too soon came a cluster’ of buildings 
far below, which was Fort McMurray, the pilot's 
headquarters, at the junction of two narrow 
rivers. He circled and benked rather steeply 
a couple of times, and then we came down softly 
on the water, scarcely knowing when we touched 
the surface, Afterwards I learned that the 
river had dwindled four feet on each bank since 
his trip of the week before and that the landing 
was a very deft achievement. We had come 
three hundred miles in a little over two hours 
and a half,

goad errival of Punch Dickins is an event, 
so well liked is he and so thoroughly appre- 
ciated is his work. But people certainly respect 
his privacy, so while we were lunching and 
dining together * was able to question him 
again. I thought perhaps he would be drawn 
out about a trip he made in mid-March up to 
Fort Good Hope, 1,500 miles north of Edmon- 
ton, for a cargo of furs which ordinarily would 
not have arrived til’ August. 

“There was nothing much to that trip except 
that it was pretty cold,” he said. “I got a lat 
start from McMurray on account of fog, and 
when I got to Fort Simpson it was almost dark, 
and I had to land on rough Mackenzie river ice. 
But I made the landing. The next jum: as to 
Fort Good Hope, 477 miles, and as I was carry- 
ing 960 pounds of mail and passengers I had to 
leave my mechanic behind because the machine 
was loaded to capacity and it was necessary to 
carry enough gas for a round-trip of 954 miles. 
At that time there were no refilling stations for 
an aeroplane. 

“It must have been 62 below, maybe 64 down 
onthe earth. That meant something in starting 
the engine, because the cold checks the vapor- 
ization of the fuel and freezes the oil. I drained 
off the oil, generated some heat with a couple 
of plumber’s lamps and put a cow! over the 
engine. Next morning the engine gave no sign 
of life. I tried to get four natives to help, but 
they thought it was too cold to work. I just 
heated the oil and worked for two hours. Then 
the engine turned over all right. It was all in 
a day's work.” 

What can ar. interviewer do with a man like 
that? Here is a pilot who has helped .o push 
the frontiers of Canada a thousand miles to the 
north. He has helped to lead progress ahead at 
least a hundred years. He has done his strenu- 
ous bit in eliminating space and time, meeting 
almost insuperable obstacles, and his only com- 
ment, sincerely felt is: 

“It’s all in a day’s work.” 

He did, however, speak with something like 
enthusiasm of the air route he established last 
spring to Aklavik, which lies at the mouth of 
the Mackenzie river. The people there have had 
two great yearly events to live for: the coming 
in summer of two Hudson's Bay boats. These 
boats bring them the only mail they can hope for 
in a year and take out their letters. Except for 
their receiving radios these boat trips are their 
only contact with “the outside.” 

“I was glad when the Western Canada Air 
ways decided to have a commercia! route that 
far,” he said, “because it’s going to bk a great 
thing for fur trappers and traders, to say noth- 
ing of future tourists, In winter you can go 
thirty times as fast by air as you can by dog- 
team. In summer the trapper who comes out 
by water has to »pend twelve weeks going and 
coming and has to do it within a definite time. 
That travel leaves him only a week or so outside 
in which to get his winter outfit and have a 
good time. 

“I'm likely to remember that trip, 1 made the 
thousand miles to Fort Simpson in a day, stop- 
ping five times to leave stuff en route. Between 
Fort Simpson and Aklavik, about 820 miles, I 
also stopped five times. I had stuff to leave in 
all those places. For Aklavik I not only had 
passengers and mail, but I had fruit and eggs. 
You can imagine what it meant to the people up 
there to have those luxuries weeks ahead of the 
arrival of the summer boat that usually brings 
them. 

“A wireless message liad told the inhabitants 
hat I was coming. When I arrived there wasn't 
+ soul indoors. The white surface of the snow 
was black with them. Most of them had never 
een a plane before. I assure you I was kept 
busy. I took up all the white inhabitants and 
‘orty of the Eskimos. Forty more wanted to go, 
yut by that time it was eleven at night and J 
vas too tired to go on. 

“The Eskimos are always interested in 

xechanics. You can show them how to handle 
1 engine in a few minutes and they don't 
ungle it. Some of them have outboard motors 
in their boats and even electricity, I have met 
yme who develop their own photographs. One 
if them wanted to know what my plane would 
vost. He was thinking of buying it. ‘The Blue 
Hird’ they called it, all except one old lady, She 
ald it wasn’t a bird because its wings wouldn't 
lap.”
